b rackish. 
They are also left for hours 
high and dry until the incoming tide 
refreshes them. Nor do these oysters al­ 
ways select rocks on which to dwell. 
These accommodating mollusks may 
frequently b e found adhering to the 
roots and lower b ranches of the man­ 
grove and other trees which delight in 
a sort of sub marine residence.
